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During  the  year  1922  the  hospital  has  made  splendid  progress  to- 
ward normalcy,  as  compared  with  the  volume  and  standard  of  work 
in  1916.  Another  re-adjustment  of  wage  and  salary  schedules,  effective 
July  1,  1922,  materially  aided  in  the  progress  of  re-organization. 
Throughout  the  year  a  concerted  effort  was  made  in  all  departments 
to  reduce  expenses.  The  reduction  in  our  maintenance  and  overhead 
expense  was  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  reduce  room  and  ward  rates 
twice  during  the  year.  Many  extra  charges  including  fee  for  surgical 
dressings,  medical  supplies,  drugs,  etc.,  were  discontinued  and  X-Ray, 
Operating-room,  Special  Treatment  and  Ambulance  Rates  were  also 
reduced. 


NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

Hardly  a  year  passes  without  capital  expenditures  for  new  build- 
ings. In  our  last  Annual  we  reported  on  the  new  construction  of  the 
North  Hospital  Wing,  containing  kitchens,  dining-rooms,  maternity 
suite  and  Urological  department.  This  splendid  addition  to  our  real 
estate  and  property  account  of  $106,404.36  has  been  supplemented  dur- 
ing the  year  under  review  by  the  completion  of  our  new  laboratories 
at  a  cost  of  $20,761.01,  which  sum  has  been  transferred  to  our  real 
estate  and  property  account.  This  addition  to  the  assets  of  the  hospital 
has  again  been  accomplished  without  the  hospital  adding  to  its 
indebtedness. 

Owing  to  the  necessity  of  making  many  alterations  in  the  old 
hospital  buildings  and  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  City  Fire 
Department,  the  repair  departments  were  augmented  in  size.  The 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  large  group  of  buildings,  including  our 
West  Side  Branch,  renders  efficient  repair  departments  necessary. 
During  the  year,  a  competent  tinsmith  was  added  to  our  force  and  the 
service  of  a  mason  has  been  utilized  most  of  the  time.  The  growth  of 
the  work  of  the  Surgical  Appliance  Department,  in  addition  to  the 
development  of  the  other  repair  departments,  makes  desirable  the 
building  of  a  combination  shop  building,  wherein  all  of  our  shops  can 
be  housed.  At  present  they  are  housed  throughout  the  basement  of 
the  Main  Hospital  or  in  garages  in  the  alley.  It  is  estimated  that 
$20,000  will  build  a  shop  building  that  will  adequately  care  for  the 
following  shops:  Plumber,  Steamfitter,  Carpenter,  Tinsmith,  Electrical, 
Mason  and  Plasterer  and  Surgical  Appliance.  This  building  should 
be  built  on  the  alley,  near  the  garages.  This  will  materially  reduce  the 
fire  risks  and  provide  concentration  of  repair  work. 
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FUTURE  DEVELOPMENT 

Another  milestone  has  been  reached  by  the  construction  of  the  new 
laboratories  and  this  item  can  be  removed  from  the  necessities  of  the 
future.  The  urgency  of  our  needs  demanded  that  steps  be  taken  to 
provide  laboratorj^  facilities  for  the  Main  Hospital.  West  Side  Branch, 
and  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Our  previous  plan  has  been  modi- 
fied to  the  extent  that  the  General  Laboratories  now  serve  the  three 
groups.  The  need  for  a  new  Out-Patient  Pavilion  is  urgent  and  press- 
ing. This  construction  will  cost  less  than  contemplated  in  the  original 
plan  that  called  for  the  central  laboratories  in  the  same  building.  Pro- 
vision will  necessarily  have  to  be  made  therein  for  laboratory  facilities 
to  handle  the  daily  work,  the  central  laboratories  taking  care  of  the 
non-emergency  needs.  As  mentioned  last  year,  a  private  patients' 
pavilion  is  urgently  needed.  In  a  total  capacity  of  351  beds,  we  have 
only  82  private  rooms,  including  two-bed  rooms,  and  the  demand  for 
single  private  rooms  is  greatly  in  excess  of  our  accommodation. 


CAPACITY  OCCUPIED 


On  account  of  the  preponderance  of  ward  beds,  the  maximum 
capacity  of  the  hospital  at  no  time  last  year  was  fully  utilized,  although 
the  work  increased  in  volume  from  IIY^  per  cent  for  1921  to  83^4  per 
cent  in  1922,  which  figure  was  reached  both  in  March  and  May.  The 
minimum,  69  per  cent  was  reached  in  December,  although  this  figure 
is  11  per  cent  higher  than  the  same  month  of  the  previous  pear.  The 
average  bed  capacity  occupied  during  the  year  was  74.4  per  cent  as 
compared  with  an  average  of  66.5  per  cent  in  1921  and  85  per  cent 
in  1920. 

The  monthly  average  of  part-pay  patients  as  compared  with  private- 
room  patients,  or  full-pay  patients,  was  62.5  per  cent.  Converselj',  the 
pay-patients,  by  months,  averaged  22^  per  cent  to  27J/2  per  cent  with 
a   general   average   of   25.7   per    cent. 

Owing  to  the  growth  of  the  city,  the  number  of  city,  county  and 
charity  patients  cared  for  in  the  hospital,  increased  during  the  year. 
In  March,  1922,  27^  per  cent  of  our  total  population  were  thus 
classified  and  the  average  for  the  year  was  11.8  per  cent  of  the  total. 


PROFESSIONAL   WORK 

The  attendance  on  the  monthly  Clinical  Conference,  represented  by 
the  joint  meetings  of  the  Attending,  Auxiliary,  Polyclinic,  Branch  and 
Resident  Staffs,  has  been  most  excellent  and  the  enthusiasm  noted  in 
previous  reports  shows  no  diminution.  These  meetings  represent  at- 
tendance during  the  year  of  80  per  cent  of  the  staffs  at  each  meeting. 
In  connection  with  these  meetings  and  the  clinical  work  of  the  hospital. 
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it  has  been  noted  that  the  younger  men  on  the  staff  have  forged  ahead 
and  have  gradually  assumed  greater  burdens  of  professional  respons- 
ibility. The  transfer  of  the  meeting  to  the  new,  commodious  pupil 
nurses'  dining-room  was  an  advantageous  step  and  provision  has  been 
made  herein  for  illumination  of  pyelograms,  X-Ray  plates  and  films, 
inoving  picture   display,   lantern   slides   and   charts. 

The  Urological  Department  has  come  into  its  own,  and  occupies 
a  greater  part  of  the  capacity  of  this  department,  although  it  has  been 
necessary  at  times  during  the  crowded  seasons  to  utilize  beds  herein 
for    patients    from    other    services.  The    facilities    in    co-operative 

diagnosis  provided  bj'  this  department  are  being  more  and  more 
utilized  bj'  the  other  departments  of  the  hospital.  The  professional 
work  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief,  Dr.  Plaggemej-er,  is 
of  the     highest  order  and  continues  to  attract  much  attention. 


X-RAY   DEPARTMENT 


The  establishment  of  the  Deep-Therapy  division  in  this  department 
early  in  the  j'ear  was  the  outstanding  feature.  A  reference  to  the  report 
of  the  Roentgenologist,  elsewhere  in  this  Annual,  will  be  of  great  inter- 
est. The  results  obtained  in  Deep-Therapy  treatment  in  malignant  dis- 
eases has  been  encouraging  and  warrants  the  utmost  endeavors  in  this 
direction. 

The  Obstetric,  Pediatric  and  X'eurological  Departments  continue  to 
provide  highly  efficient  services  under  their  repesentative  chiefs.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  these  departments  were  newly  re-organized 
in  1920-21.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the  Diagnostic  Clinic  organized 
in  1920  which  has  been  a  splendid  adjunct  to  the  clinical  work  of  the 
hospital  and  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  report  of  the  chief  of  the 
department   in  another  part  of  the  Annual. 


LABORATORIES 


It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  record  the  completion  and  the  occupancy 
of  the  new  laboratories.  This  addition,  consisting  of  ten  rooms,  was 
built  as  the  fourth  floor  of  the  1910  fire-proof  addition  and  consists  of 
special  rooms  for  Bacteriology,  Pathology,  Serology  and  Chemistry. 
The  group  also  includes  the  Directors'  office,  library,  animal  rooms, 
museum  and  storage  rooms  with  refrigerating  and  incubating  facilities, 
toilets,  utility  rooms  and  photographic  dark  room.  These  new  facilities 
were  provided  at  a  cost  of  $20,761.01  and  gives  to  the  hospital  the 
largest  and  most  complete  hospital  laboratory  in  the  central  west. 
Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  C.  I.  Owen,  most  excellent  work  is  carried 
out  herein  and  the  professional  staff  have  made  a  request  for  the 
opening  of  these  laboratories  to  the  outside  private  work  of  staff 
members. 
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MIRIAM  MEMORIAL  BRAXCH 


A  notable  change  in  policy  was  consummated  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  May  as  regards  staff  service  at  the  Branch.  It  was  decided  that 
this  hospital  could  best  function  as  a  Community  Hospital  with  a  Com- 
munity Staff.  Several  of  the  members  of  the  previous  staff  were  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  of  the  Main  Hospital  and  such  as  were  not,  were 
transferred  to  the  Main  Hospital  Staff.  The  newlj^-appointed  Com- 
munity Staff  is  composed  of  West-side  physicians,  with  the  exception 
of  two  members  of  the  Consulting  Staff.  This  arrangement  has 
proven  eminently  satisfactory  and  the  professional  work  at  the  Branch 
has  gone  forward  in  consonance  with  the  work  of  the  Main  Hospital. 
Fourteen  hundred  and  fift3'-four  patients  were  treated  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  1,066  in  1921,  an  increase  of  26^4  per  cent.  The 
policy  of  operating  this  branch  as  a  fully  equipped  general  hospital, 
which  was  adopted  several  years  ago,  has  been  fully  justified  and  it 
has  taken  its  place  in  community  service  as  a  useful  and  highly  appre- 
ciated West-side  institution. 


TRAIXIXG  SCHOOL 

The  splendid  progress  made  bj-  the  school  is  shown  in  the  report 
of  the  Directress  of  Xurses  elsewhere.  The  school  has  been  increased 
to  135  pupils  and  under  the  able  direction  of  Miss  Meader,  has  steadily 
advanced.  During  the  year  a  new  supervising  head  nurse  was  engaged 
for  the  Urological  Department.  The  development  of  theoretical  teach- 
ing of  Juniors  in  the  Cass  Technical  High  School  has  been  enlarged 
in  scope  and  is  one  of  the  outstanding  developments  in  nursing  educa- 
tion in  Detroit  during  the  last  five  years.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  mention 
the  high  quality  and  large  number  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the 
Training  School  which  of  itself  is  no  mean  tribute  to  the  Directress 
and  her  faculty. 

During  the  year  a  four-bed  ward  was  newly  furnished  and  decorated 
for  the  use  of  pupil  nurses  while  ill.  This  had  been  much  appreciated, 
both  by  the  pupils  and  physicians  to  whom  we  are  obliged  for  the 
splendid  care  given  sick  pupils.  Illustration  of  this  new  ward  is  found 
on  page  40. 

The  Xurses'  Vacation  Home  on  Elba  Island,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Joy. 
was  constantly  used  during  the  summer  and  thoroughly  appreciated 
by  the  pupil  nurses  and  supervisors  of  the  Training  School.  This  in- 
teresting development  of  the  recreational  side  for  our  school  neces- 
sitates the  purchase  of  a  bus  or  car  capable  of  carrying  ten  or  a  dozen 
nurses  at  a  time.  This  car  will  also  be  available  for  transfering  nurses 
between  the  West-side  Branch  and  the  Main  Hospital,  as  is  often  neces- 
sary Late  in  the  season  a  man  and  his  wife  were  engaged  as  per- 
manent caretakers  at  the  Xurses'  Vacation  Home  and  moved  into  the 
caretaker's  cottage  in  October. 
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OUT-PATIEXT    DEPARTMENT 


The  number  of  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  totaled  23,830, 
a  slight  decrease  from  last  year,  which  decrease  is  probably  due  to 
the  improved  industrial  situation.  The  number  of  patients  transferred 
to  the  Main  Hospital  for  in-treatment  was  increased  from  1.468  to 
1,596,  an  increase  of  nearly  9  per  cent.  These  patients  were  all  given 
hospital  care  without  cost  to  themselves,  or  at  a  small  fee  for  bed  and 
board,  as  their  circumstances  warranted.  All  patients  who  needed 
hospital  care  and  were  willing  to  enter  for  treatment  were  admitted. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  further  enlargement  of  this  depart- 
ment by  the  vacation  of  the  room  formerly  occupied  as  a  shop-room 
by  the  Surgical  Appliance  Department.  It  is  proposed  to  entirely  refit 
this  room  for  nose  and  throat  work,  and  thereby  relieve  the  other 
departments. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  is  still,  as  is  well  known,  financed  by 
the  Detroit  Community  Union  and  has  been  ably  administered  by  Mrs. 
Stall  and  her  assistants.  On  page  i<2  will  be  found  a  financial  statement 
of  the  income  and  disbursements  of  this  part  of  our  work.  A  free  cancer 
clinic  was  established  beginning  Saturday,  November  18,  1922.  This 
clinic  is  scheduled  weekly  for  Saturdays  at  11:00  a.  m.  and  examina- 
tions of  suspected  malignant  growths  are  made  and  opinion  based 
thereon  will  be  given  patients  without  charge.  Specialists  from  La- 
boratories, Departments  of  Internal  Medicine,  Surgery  and  X-Ray  and 
Radium,  will  be  available  in   this   clinic. 

We  also  have  under  way  the  re-organization  of  the  Dental  Depart- 
ment, whereby  the  services  of  a  full  time  dentist  will  be  provided. 
Under  the  new  arrangement  this  department  will  carry  out  all  the 
required  work  in  dentistry,  including  plates,  bridgework  and  special 
treatments.  This  work  is  intended  for  a  class  of  patients  who  are  not 
able  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  expensive  dentures. 


SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  department  has  continued  its  usual  activity  and  has  been  of 
great  assistance  in  the  work  of  the  Out-Patient  Department.  The 
activities  of  the  personnel,  however,  are  not  confined  to  the  O.  P.  D. 
but  are  widely  distributed  in  the  follow-up  care  and  investigation  of 
many  convalescent  ward  patients,  after  they  leave  the  hospital.  The 
determination  of  the  social  needs  of  convalescent  patients  and  appli- 
cants for  treatment  has  been  well  looked  after  and  the  distribution  of 
these  patients  to  the  agencies  organized  for  various  phases  of  relief 
work  has  been  an  important  function  of  this  department.  The 
economic  and  social  investigation  of  this  department  during  the  year 
determined  that  306  applicants  for  treatment  to  the  clinic  were  able 
to  pay  for  the  services  of  private  physicians  to  whom  they  were 
referred. 
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OCCUPATIOXAL  THERAPY 

The  attention  of  the  hospital  authorities  has  been  drawn  during  the 
year  to  many  instances  of  relief  and  aid  to  convalescent  patients 
through  the  efforts  of  this  department. 

Again  this  year  an  exhibit  was  held  in  the  City  Hall  in  conjunction 
with  the  exhibits  of  the  various  agencies  financed  by  the  Detroit 
Community  Fund. 

THE   DETROIT   COMMUNITY   UNION 

The  Detroit  Community  Fund  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  Out-Patient,  Social  Service  and  Occupational  Therapy  Depart- 
ments, to  the  extent  of  $17,682.57,  which  sum  was  augmented  by  the 
direct  receipts  of  these  departments  of  $3,985.42.  We  again  call  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  allotment  of  community  funds  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  these  departments  has  released  the  income  of  hospital  endow- 
ment funds  for  the  care  of  indigent  sick.  About  20  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  were  patients  transferred  from 
the  Out-Patient  Department,  who  were  treated  free  or  at  a  part  of  the 
cost  of  care. 

CHARITY   WORK   OF   THE  HOSPITAL 

The  Main  Hospital  and  Branch  treated  an  even  thousand  patients 
free  of  charge,  a  total  of  10,975  days,  this  representing  an  increase  of 
203  patients  and  1,586  daj-s  of  free  treatment,  an  increase  of  approxi- 
mately 15  per  cent  in  days.  For  the  care  of  these  patients  the  hospital 
expended  approximately  $45,000,  a  sum  nearly  double  the  income  from 
the  general  endowment  funds.  The  majority  of  these  patients  were 
admitted  from  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
record  that  fully  50  per  cent  of  this  work  was  carried  out  for  children 
and  infants  who  were  admitted  for  treatment  of  nutritional  disorders, 
removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  or  for  the  correction  of  deformed 
limbs  or  other  orthopedic  work.  Many  of  these  children  were  fur- 
nished with  appliances  manufactured  in  our  Surgical  Appliance 
Department,  either  free  or  at  such  proportion  of  cost  as  the  family 
were  able  to  pay. 

POST-GRADUATE    COURSES 

The  report  covering  these  courses,  found  elsewhere  in  the  Annual, 
shows  a  decided  increase  in  the  specialized  training  of  Surgical  Anes- 
thetics, Laboratory  and  X-Ray  Technicians,  Surgical  Nurses  and 
Hospital  Dietitians.  The  heads  of  these  departments,  notably  Dr. 
Stevens  and  his  assistants  in  X-Ray  work.  Dr.  Owen  in  the  Labora- 
tories, Dr.  Myra  Babcock  in  the  Anesthetic  Department,  Miss  De  Long 
in  the  Surgical  Department  and  Miss  Beaman  in  the  Dietetic  Depart- 
ment, are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  splendid  work  carried  out  during 
the  year.  The  influences  of  this  practical  teaching  is  national  in  scope 
and  has  done  mi;ch  to  extend  the  reputation  and  name  of  the  hos- 
pital. This  is  of  lesser  importance,  however,  than  the  stimulating 
influences  that  surround  this  practical  teaching.  The  Federal  Voca- 
tional Service  continues  to  use  most  of  these  departments  for  the 
vocational  training  of  students.  The  demand  for  the  services  of  the 
graduates,  after  leaving  the  Post-Classes,  still  exceeds  the  supply  in 
all  departments.  The  number  of  ppplicants  for  training  is  still  far  in 
excess  of  the  capacity  of  the  hospital  to  teach,  as  the  classes  are 
limited  in  number.

BEQUESTS 

The  bequest  of  Julia  F.  Owen,  which  was  announced  in  the  report 
of  last  year,  was  paid  late  in  1922  and  credited  to  the  general  endow- 
ment fund.  The  Joseph  W.  Dailey  bequest  will  be  available  about  the 
first  of  the  year.  A  part  of  the  property  represented  by  the  bequest  at 
the  death  of  the  donor,  was  invested  in  down  town  real  estate. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Mr.  Dailey,  the  residual  of  this  estate 
was  equally  divided  between  The  Grace  and  Harper  Hospitals.  The 
Real  Estate  Committee  is  at  present  engaged  in  perfecting  an  arrange- 
ment whereby  the  income  from  the  real  estate  will  be  divided  between 
the  two  hospitals  until  such  time  as  the  property  may  be  sold. 
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ALEXANDRINE  EAST  PROPERTY 

Further  paj-ments  have  been  made  on  the  principal  of  the  land  con- 
tract covering  the  purchase  of  this  property.  The  proceeds  of  two  lots 
of  maturing  bonds,  to  the  amount  of  $10,000,  was  invested  in  6  per  cent 
Participating  Certificates  with  this  contract  as  collateral,  which  certi- 
ficates will  be  taken  up  when  the  remaining  principal  is  paid. 


RESIDENT  INTERNE  SERVICE 

The  interne  staff  appointed  for  July,  September  and  December, 
1922,  comprised  eighteen  members.  The  number  of  applicants  for 
staff  service  still  exceeds  the  vacancies.  The  schedule  of  rotating 
service  is  maintained  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
fifth  interne  year  of  several  States.  Co-operation  of  the  staff  and  pra- 
tical  and  scientific  training  of  resident  internes  continued  throughout 
the  year.

$50.00  in  cash,  w-as  divided  between  Dr.  A.  W.  Anderson  and  Dr.  S. 
G.  Henry.  The  hospital  is  under  many  obligations  to  Dr.  Amberg  for 
this  stimulating  competition. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 

The  hospital  has  been  blessed  with  the  assistance  of  many  friends 
during  the  past  year.  We  have  had  the  services  of  several  groups 
of  singers  on  special  occasions  and  regularly  on  Sundays.  The  clergy, 
both  Catholic  and  Protestant,  continue  to  give  our  sick  their  welcome 
attention.  During  the  holidays,  Christmas  carolers  from  Mt.  Horeb 
Mission  sang  on  Christmas  Eve  and  a  group  of  carders  from  the 
Social  Service  Department  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  sang  on  Christ- 
mas  Day. 

The  singers  from  Mt.  Horeb  Mission  have  also  visited  the  hospital 
for  the  purpose  of  singing  in  the  corridors  on  Wednesdays  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  year.  These  singers  and  other  entertainers  have 
made  pleasant  and  agreeable  the  dull  days  of  the  convalescent,  and  we 
are  grateful  to  them. 

The  heads  of  departments  throughout  the  year  have  labored  earn- 
estly and  faithfully  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  there  have 
been  few  changes  among  them.  We  have,  however,  to  record^  the 
death  of  Miss  Helen  Bain,  who  served  the  hospital  well  and  faithfully 
for  a  period  of  nearly  nine  years  as  assistant  matron.  The  loyalty 
represented  by  the  years  of  service  of  our  heads  of  departments  again 
has  the  heartiest  thanks  of  the  Director  who  is  glad  to  acknowledge 
their   co-operation   and    support. 
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The  administrative  and  professional  personnel  of  the  hospital  is 
under  obligations  to  your  board  for  constant  co-operation  and  advice. 
Many  trying  problems  during  the  past  j^ear  have  been  worked  out 
through  your  committees,  or  at  the  monthly  meetings,  greatly  to  the 
advantage  of  the  hospital.

Miss  Sarah  Hall,  also  a  graduate  of  the  Army  School  of  Nursing, 
has  been  engaged  as  supervisor  of  Cor.  C  and  Cor.  D. 

Although  we  have  experienced  the  usual  illnesses,  the  general 
health  of  the  nurses  has  improved,  notably  this  fall.  This  improve- 
ment may  be  attributed  to  some  extent  to  the  use  of  the  nurses' 
hospital  cape  which  was  adopted  by  the  school  in  October. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Director,  Dr.  W.  L.  Babcock,  Ward 
16  was  refurnished  and  redecorated  to  be  used  as  a  ward  of  four  beds 
for  the  care  of  sick  nurses.  The  ward  which  is  most  attractive, 
insures  a  more  satisfactory  care  of  the  nurses,  and  has  been  keenly 
appreciated  by  the  nurses  who  have  been   ill. 

We  are  glad  to  again  announce  the  continuation  of  our  affiliation 
with  the  Cass  Technical  High  School  and  to  state  that  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  officers  of  the  school  two  new  subjects,  dieto- 
therapy  and  psychology  have  been  added  to  the  curriculum. 

During  the  year  the  hours  of  theoretical  training  have  been  ad- 
vanced to  six  hundred  and  twenty.  This  advance  provides  for  a  more 
complete  following  of  the  theoretical  requirements  as  outlined  by  the 
National  Curriculum  for  Schools  of  Nursing.  The  nurses  appear  inter- 
ested and  eager  to  take  advantage  of  the  class  work. 

The  Training  School  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  although  organized  but  a  year, 
has  provided,  as  anticipated,  a  source  of  interest  and  pleasure  to  the 
nurses.  Through  the  efforts  of  members  of  the  school  organization 
two  delegates  were  sent  to  the  National  Conference  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
at   Lake   Geneva,   Wisconsin. 

At  Thanksgiving  and  at  Christmas  complete  holiday  dinners  were 
provided  for  two  needy  families  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
pledQed  to  the  Student  Friendship  Fund  for  the  relief  of  the  nursing 
students  of  Russia.  The  funds  used  to  cover  these  expenses  were 
earned  by  members  of  the  organization. 

To  the  members  of  the  attending  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons 
we  wish  to  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  for  care  rendered  the 
nurses  when  ill  and  for  the  thorough  course  of  lectures  delivered 
during  the  past  year. 

We  wish  also  to  thank  the  staff  for  the  generous  Christmas  Fund 
and  for  the  support  given  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

To  the  friends  who  contribute  so  much  to  the  welfare  of  the  nurses 
I  wish  to  send  a  word  of  appreciation  from  the  entire  training  school. 

To  Mrs.  Helen  N.  Joy,  as  in  years  past,  we  wish  to  try  and  express 
our  appreciation  of  the  Vacation  House,  for  the  Christmas  Supper,  and 
for  the  Symphony  Concert  tickets. 

The  Vacation  House  which  was  completely  furnished  early  in  the 
year  was  opened  in  May.  All  through  the  summer  the  nurses, 
graduate  and  pupil,  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  this  beautiful  home, 
which  is  ideal  in  every  way. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  been  no  lack  of  qualified 
applicants  for  entrance  to  the  training  school,  and  that  with  the 
entrance  of  each  class  there  remains  a  waiting  list  to  be  considered' 
for   the   class   that  is  to  follow.

HELEN   N.  JOY   NURSES'    VACATION    HOME 


This  beautiful  Home  on  Elba  Island,  in  the  Detroit  River,  was 
purchased  by  Mrs.  Helen  N.  Joy  for  the  use  of  pupil  nurses  of  the 
Grace  Hospital,  on  week  ends  and  during  their  vacation  periods,  if 
they  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  its  use.  The  house  was  entirely 
rebuilt  and  remodeled  to  accommodate  comfortably  thirty  nurses  at 
a  time.  It  also  has  emergency  provision  for  twenty  additional,  giving 
it  a  total  capacity  of  fifty  nurses. 

This  Home  occupies  an  elevated  position  on  a  bluff  overlooking 
the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  River.  The  large  grounds  and  spacious 
verandas  make  it  an  ideal  play  ground  for  tired  nurses.  The  other 
buildings  include  a  caretaker's  cottage,  garage,  stable  for  pony,  and  ice 
house.  The  grounds  are  several  acres  in  extent.  A  large  garden, 
ample  in  size,  is  part  of  the  property.  There  are  a  large  number  of 
shade  trees  on  the  grounds,  and  in  addition  sixty  fruit  trees,  including 
apple,  pear,  cherry,  plum  and  mulberry  trees.  A  dock  for  boats  and 
a  bathing  beach  are  features  of  this  summer  home. 

Pupil  nurses  from  the  Grace  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses 
from  May  1  to  October  1,  will  be  sent  to  the  Home  in  groups  of 
thirty.  The  Hospital  maintains  an  automobile  service  between  the 
Main  Hospital  and  the  West  Side  Branch  Hospital  and  the  summer 
home.  The  Home  is  in  charge  of  a  caretaker  throughout  the  year, 
and  a  housekeeper,  cook  and  maid  are  employed  during  the  vacation 
months.

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REPORT    OF    X-RAY    DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Director: 

The  X-Ray  Department  has  experienced  by  far  the  busiest  year 
of  its  existence.  The  diagnostic  work  increased  12  per  cent  over  that 
of  the  year  before. 

There  have  been  some  improvements  made  in  the  apparatus,  but 
we  are  terribly  cramped  for  room,  which  results  in  some  delay  in 
getting  out  important  work.  The  gastro-intestinal  work  has  greatly 
increased  and  monopolizes  the  X-Ray  room  for  considerable  periods, 
when  urgent  cases  are  waiting. 

The  making  of  pyelograms  is  very  important  and  must  be  done 
immediately  when  the  urologist  completes  his  part  of  the  work.  It 
cannot  be  delayed  because  of  the  discomfort  and  serious  consequences 
to  the  patient.  Therefore,  in  the  near  future,  we  shall  have  to  install 
X-Ray  machines  in  other  rooms  for  these  two  departments,  if  we  are 
to  give  satisfactorjr  service. 

The  deep-therap3'  machine  for  the  treatment  of  cancer  was  installed 
in  February,  1922.  Since  then  we  have  given  treatment  to  194  cases. 
The  temporary  results  of  this  treatment  in  the  mostly  hopeless  class 
of  cases  we  have  had  to  treat,  has  demonstrated  that  this  method  of 
treatment  of  deep-seated  cancer,  combined  in  suitable  cases,  with 
Radium,  is  the  most  satisfactory  known,  and  has  proven  well  worth 
while. 

In  several  cases  of  advanced  deep-seated  cancer,  particularly  cancer 
of  the  uterus,  the  disease  processes  have  been  stayed  or  apparently 
have  disappeared  altogether,  so  that  the  patients  have  had  several 
months  of  relief  and  comfort  from  their  distressing  sj^mptoms. 
Time  onlj'  will  tell  what  the  final  results  will  be.  But  so  far  the 
results  are  encouraging  and  stimulate  us  to  greater  endeavor.

The  foregoing  statistical  figures  show  a  marked  increase  over  last 
year's  work.  In  the  matter  of  post-morten  examinations,  however, 
a  drop  of  six  cases  occurred.  The  percentage  (20  per  cent)  is  too 
small  for  a  General  Hospital  of  the  type  of  The  Grace  Hospital.  There 
should  be  some  sort  of  a  concerted  effort  to  educate  the  public  to  the 
value  of  such  examinations.  A  case  history  of  a  patient  who  has  died 
is  worth  little  without  a  report  of  a  post-mortem  examination  or 
operation. 

During  the  month  of  November  the  laboratory  moved  to  its  new 
quarters  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  new  building.  In  the  new  laboratory 
there  are  four  large  working  rooms,  two  animal  rooms,  a  library, 
office,  museum  and  several  closets  and  storerooms.  It  is  as  modern 
as  it  is  possible  to  make  a  hospital  laboratory. 

During  the  year  eight  pupils  were  given  diplomas  in  the  course  in 
Advanced  Laboratory  Technique.  In  addition,  several  of  the  pupils 
in  Surgical  Anesthesia  availed  themselves  of  instruction  in  Elemen- 
tary  Laboratory   work. 

At  commercial  rates  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  the 
Laboratories  for  1922  total  $65,000.00.  A  charge  to  patients,  was 
made  for  only  a  fraction  of  this  service,  which  may  be  noted,  by 
reference  to  the  financial  statement  of  laboratory  receipts  on  page  74.

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REPORT    OF    THE     DIAGNOSTIC    MEDICAL 
SERVICE 

To  the  Directors: 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Diagnostic  Chnic  at  The  Grace 
Hospital  for  the  year  1922. 

It  might  first  be  wise  to  outline  briefly  the  objects  for  which  the 
Diagnostic  Clinic  was  established. 

It  was  felt  that  there  was  a  distinct  type  of  sick  person  who  was 
in  need  of  consultation  services  and  further  study  by  laboratory  and 
X-Ray  procedure  but  who  was  not  receiving  these  services  because  of 
inability  to  pay  for  same. 

Under  the  Diagnostic  Clinic  the  Hospital  charges  the  usual  ward 
rates,  but  makes  a  flat  rate  of  $25.00  to  cover  X-Ray  and  laboratory 
studies.     The  professional  staflf   give  their  services  free. 

Patients  are  received  on  this  service  only  upon  the  recommendation 
of  their  physicians.  The  physician  is  invited  and  urged  to  continue 
his  contact  with  his  patient  while  in  the  hospital  and  to  aid  in  the 
diagnostic  study.  At  the  conclusion  of  this  study  the  patient  is  sent 
back  to  the  referring  physican  together  with  a  report  of  the  work 
of  the  Diagnostic  Clinic  on  that  patient. 

Recommendation:  To  have  from  four  to  eight  beds  set  aside  for 
the  use  of  this  service  so  that  a  concentrated  medical  unit  might  be 
developed  in  this  Hospital  with  the  idea  that  this  unit  would  serve 
as  a  model  for: 

1.  Nursing  training  in  medical  diseases. 

2.  Clinical  research  in  medical  diseases. 

3.  Proper  history-taking  and  recording  in  medical  diseases. 

Further,  it  was  hoped  that  this  service  would  be  an  inspiration 
irom  which  a  distinctive  medical  atmosphere  might  be  developed. 

A  study  on  Encephalitis  Lethargica. 
A  study  on  Henoch's  Purpura. 
A  study  on  Hemachromatosis. 
A  study  on  Vegetative  Endocarditis.

REPORT    OF   ANESTEHSIA    DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Director: 

The  Department  of  Anesthesia  has  had  a  busy  and  on  the  whole 
a  satisfactory  year.  There  has  been  given  a  total  of  6,035  anesthetics 
of  which  464  have  been  local;  novocain  being  used  for  the  majority 
of  these  local  anesthetics.  Nitrous  oxide  and  oxygen  were  used  in 
1,519  cases  and  ether  in  4,052  cases. 

Nitrous  oxide  and  oxygen  were  used  for  564  laparotomies  and  955 
other  operations.  There  were  1,076  laparotomies  done  with  ether 
anesthetia. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  28  graduates  from  the  course  in 
Anesthesia.  Practically  every  graduate  is  now  holding  an  institutional 
position.  The  Grace  Hospital  is  represented  by  its  graduates  in  nearly 
ever}'  State  of  the  Union. 

We  have  endeavored  to  teach  the  practical  administration  of  nitrous 
oxide  and  oxj-gen,  and  of  ether,  and  to  combine  with  these  a  course  of 
lectures  and  blackboard  work  on  the  following  subjects:

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCL\L  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1922 


To  the  Director: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  tenth  annual  report  of  the  Social 
Service  Department  of  The  Grace  Hospital  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1922. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  made  material  progress  in  the  variety 
and  scope  of  cases  cared  for. 

The  registration  of  Orthopedic  cases,  as  a  consequence  of  a  wide- 
spread publicity  of  the  clinic  of  Dr.  Adolf  Lorenz  has  permitted  some 
follow-up  work  and  re-examination  to  the  benefit  of  a  certain  number 
of  these  cripples.  This  registration  and  re-examination  also  developed 
the  fact  that  manj^  of  these  cripples  had  been  previously  registered  in 
our  Out-Patient  Department  and  some  of  them  have  been  regular 
recipients  of  treatment  under  our  advice  and  supervision  for  varying 
periods  of  time.  It  also  brought  out  the  well-known  fact  that  a  con- 
siderable percentage  of  the.se  patients  are  hopelessly  crippled  on 
account  of  the  destruction  of  nerve  centers,  etc. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  a  special  Cardiac  clinic  under 
Dr.  Stuart  Wilson  was  established  for  the  children  referred  by  the 
Board  of  Health  nurses.  About  250  have  been  cared  for.  Follow  up 
work  has  been  carried  on  in  conjunction  with  the  nurses  in  the  special 
schools  where  they  are  given  the  required  foods  and  calesthenics. 
This  marks  a  long  step  forward  in  assistance  needed  and  must  bear 
the  fruit  of  sturdier  bodies  in  generations  to  come. 

A  Cancer  clinic  under  Dr.  Rollin  H.  Stevens  and  several  staff  spec- 
ialists for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer  was  established. 
.Many  have  been  admitted  to  this  clinic  and  numbers,  after  investiga- 
tion, returned  for  treatment  to  the  hospital  were  discharged,  apparently 
cured,  grateful  beyond  words. 

The  Venereal  clinic  continues  under  the  efficient  direction  of  Dr. 
A.  E.  Schiller,  133  free  Salvarsan  treatments  were  given  to  patients 
unable  to  meet  the  nominal   charge. 

The  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Prenatal  work,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Milton  A.  Darling,  has  given  great  relief  to  a  consider- 
able number  of  women  during  the  year.  Extension  of  its  influence 
is  assured  by  the  expression  of  gratitude  from  the  recipients  of  its  care. 
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The  Social  Service  Department  is  concerned  with  each  and  every 
other  department  in  one  way  or  another,  although  some  departments, 
on  account  of  the  nature  of  their  work,  have  had  little  occasion  to 
use  the  Social  Service  Department. 

The  Department  examined,  socially,  for  admission  to  the  hospital 
1,596  free  and  part-pay  cases  for  operative  and  other  treatment.  Of 
this  number  1,382  were  from  the  Nose  and  Throat  Department. 

The  splendid  co-operation  of  the  various  agencies  with  which  we 
are  associated  is  daily  a  source  of  great  satisfaction;  especially  do  we 
extend  thanks  to  the  Visiting  Nurses  who  care  for  a  large  number 
of  our  discharged  hospital  cases.  To  the  Faculty  and  nurses  of  the 
training  school  for  their  kind  and  unfailing  co-operation. 

On  December  23rd,  our  annual  Christmas  tree  entertainment  for 
our  clinic  children,  was  given;  138  children  and  20  grownups  were 
present.  Miss  L.  Barnett  .our  assistant,  played  the  role  of  Santa  Claus 
and  in  a  very  happy  manner  distributed  gifts  of  toys  and  candy  which 
came  to  us  through  the  generosity  of  St.  Paul's,  St.  Andrew's  and  St. 
John's  Protestant  Episcopal  churches.  After  the  singing  of  carols  and 
recitations  by  the  children,  refreshments  of  cake,  ice  cream  and  cocoa 
were   served   and  all  went  home  happy. 

One  mother  with  her  little  flock  of  three,  who  for  years  past  have 
been  wards  of  this  department,  said  this  Christmas  party  is  the  one 
thing  she  and  the  children  look  forward  *o  all  the  year.  For  our 
beautiful  tree,  decorations  and  refreshments,  we  extend  thanks  to  the 
Hospital  Director. 

Especially  are  we  indebted  to  Mrs.  Harry  Fleischman,  sister  of 
Dr.  Feldman,  who  spent  the  day  of  December  23rd  with  her  car 
delivering  our  baskets  of  Xmas  dinners  and  bringing  children  who- 
were  otherwise  unable  to  get  here,  to  and  from  our  Xmas  party. 

For  gifts  of  clothing  and  money,  to  Dr.  Susanne  Sanderson,  Airs. 
Elizabeth  Thomas,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Bodman,  Miss  Lillian  Beaman,  Miss

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIETETIC  DEPARTMENT 
To  the  Director: 

The  year  1922  witnessed  a  complete  reorganization  of  the  Dietetic 
Department. 

A  great  effort  and  considerable  expenditure  has  been  put  forth  to 
improve  the  service  of  food  throughout  the  hospital.  Modern  food 
equipment  in  the  form  of  food  conveyors,  closed,  and  serving  food 
direct  from  the  main  kitchen  to  the  wards  and  private  rooms,  has 
been  installed. 

Between  the  ovens  and  kettles  of  the  kitchen  to  the  tray  at  the 
patient's  bedside,  the  food  is  handled  but  once,  and  is  dished  from 
these  hot,  closed  containers  to  the  patient's  tray.  These  food  con- 
veyors are  built  on  the  Thermos  principle.  A  special  conveyor,  de- 
signed for  service  to  private  rooms,  provides  racks  in  Thermos  cells, 
on  which  are  carried  the  hot  dishes  and  hot  foods  in  closed  cells  to 
the  patient's  rooms.  Soup  is  served  direct  from  the  pantries  in  silver 
tureens,  as  a  special  service.  Our  patients  are  having  hot  soups  and 
hot  foods  served  to  them  in  wards  and  private  rooms  all  of  the  time. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  that  our  patients  have  been  highly 
pleased,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  feel  that  this  step  in  advance  in  prac- 
tical hospital  dietetics  has  been  accomplished,  though  in  all  probability 
we  can  still  further  perfect  the  system  of  food  distribution  and  service. 

The  Post  Graduate  course  in  practical  hospital  dietetics  was  suc- 
cessfully carried  forward  during  the  year.  It  has  not  been  our  aim 
to  turn  out  numbers,  but  rather  give  a  thorough  practical  course  in 
the  preparation,  handling,  and  distribution  of  food  to  the  sick,  and 
the  preparation  of  invalid  diet.  Elsewhere  in  this  report  will  be  found 
a  list  of  the  various  classes.  Three  of  the  graduates  of  this  course  are 
completing  their  theoretical  work  at  the  M.  A.  C,  and  others  have 
positions  as  dietitians  in  hospitals.  One  of  the  graduates,  who  was  a 
registered  nurse,  is  doing  special  work  in  her  profession.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 

DEPARTMENT 

1922 

To  the  Director: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Occupational  Therapy- 
Department  of  The  Grace  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1922. 

The  department  has  proven  itself  a  useful  unit  of  the  hospital  in 
the  care  of  patients  by  bringing  an  added  cheer  and  a  purposeful 
interest  to  patients  through  substituting  prescribed  and  guided  work 
for  inactive  minds  and  muscles. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  we  note  each  year  a  growing  recog- 
nition among  the  physicians  of  the  therapeutic  value  of  the  work; 
a  greater  readiness  on  the  part  of  patients  entering  the  hospital  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  learning  to  make  both  useful 
and  ornamental  articles — many  who  have  never  done  needlework,  one 
woman  who  had  been  a  domestic  was  so  happy  in  the  knowledge  she 
had  learned  to  weave  pretty  handbags. 

It  is  such  a  privilege  to  not  only  lessen  the  tedium  of  convalesence, 
but  to  know  that  many  go  out  with  a  stock  in  trade  whereby  meager 
incomes  may  be  augmented.  The  work  has  had  a  constant  growth 
and  development;  some  functional  restoration  has  been  credited  to  the 
department. 

By  the  sale  of  materials  to  tke  patients  or  the  making  of  an  article 
for  an  article  and  the  sale  of  the  second  one  and  donation  of  some 
materials,    the   cost   of   supplies   are   covered. 

Owing  to  the  completion  of  the  fourth  story  on  the  north  wing 
and  the  removal  of  the  laboratory  thereto,  the  enlargement  of  the 
training  school  requiring  the  rooms  we  formerly  occupied,  our  work 
room  is  to  be  moved  to  the  one  recently  vacated  by  the  Laboratory. 

It  was  our  privilege  to  attend  the  Occupational  Therapy  Conven- 
tion held  in  conjunction  with  the  meeting  of  the  American  Hospital 
Association  in  September  at  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  much  help 
and  inspiration  was  derived  therefrom.
